[The manuscript of the second Tolume of the Massachusetts Colony Records commences on the third 
page, at the place indicated by an asterisk. The first portion of the volume is lost, and the first eighteen 
"pages of what remains are in a very decayed condition. By the aid of ancient transcripts of the Tolume, 
made apparently very early, and by a duplicate leaf in the hand^writing of the Secretary who wrote the 
volume, the decayed portions have been restored. The volume is mainly in the chirography of Secretary 
Nowell, although occasionally passages, and sometimes pages, are in that of Mr. Edward Kawson, who 
Bucoeeded Mr. Nowell as Secretary in 1650.]

It is ord'^ed, that the Deputy Gov', M' Winthi-ope, (o' late Gov'no',) should 
be alowed one hundred pounds for his last years service.

It is ordered, (at the request of the freefii of Glocester,) that Thomas 
Smyth (in the roome of M' Stevens) shalbe one of the three men of the towne 
to end small controversies. 

It is ord'ed, that it shall & may be lawfull for the deputies of the Co't to

M' Blackleach his petition about the Mores was consented to, to be 
coinitted to the eld's, to enforme us of the mind of God herein, & then fur- 
ther to consider it. 

♦Whereas it appeares to this Co't that some of the inhabitants of Excet- [*53.] 
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ter do intend shortly to gather a churcli, & call M' Bachiler to be their min- 
ister, & forasmuch as the divisions & contentions w"^ are amonge the inhabit- 
ants there are iudged by this Co^'t to bee such as for the f sent they cannot 
comfortably & w"' appbation pceed in so weighty & sacred affaires, it is there- 
fore ordered, that direction shalbe fourthw"' sent to the said inhabitants to 
deferr the gathering of any church, or other such pceeding, untill this Co''t or 
the Co''t at Ipswich (upon further satisfaction of their reconciliation & fitnes) 
shall give alowance thereunto.

of y company, & y' -f clarke, as often as hee shall see occasion or doubt, is 

hereby enioyned to use all diligence to veiwe e\'y ones armes, wheth"' they 

be compleatly furnished w**^ all arms & amunition y« law requires. 

3. That all inhabitants, as well seamen as oth''s, are to have armes in their The clarke. 
houses fit for service, w"' powder, bullets, match, as oth"' souldiers, & y' fish- 
ermen, shipcarpenters, (the deacons are hereby exempted fro"' watches & 
wards,) & others, not exempted by lawe, shall watch or pvide a sufficient man 

in their roome, & to traine twice a year, according to y'^ order. 

4. That y° millitary offic''s of each company shall appoint what arms ev'y 
souldier shall serve w"', so y' y' may be two thirds muskets, & y' those w""* 
serve w"' pikes should have their costlets & head peeces. 

5. That y' clarke shall, w*''in one wecke after every traineing day, truely 
^sent a list of y'^ names of all y' are delinquents, & of y' defects of y° band, 
to y* cap? or cheife ofEc"' of y" company, y' he may have y™ all in a readines 
to carry w''^ him (when y" maior of y'^ regiment shall appoint his meeting) w* 
have not before given satisfaction at home, according to lawe ; & y" order that 
gives pow' to y'' magistrate to release upon none appearance is hereby repealed. 

6. That y clarke shall (w"'out all partiality) demand & receive all 
fines, w'^'' if any shall refuse to pay, y" ho shall make distres upon y° goods 
of all such gsons as shall first, by y" cheife officers of y"" owne company at 
home, (or by y" maior & cheife offic''s met together, as before mentioned,) be 
iudged delinquents, & y' y" clarke, w"" y= advice of y" cheife offic''s of y'' 
ovme company, shall speedily lay out all fines received, eith"^ in ensigne, drum,

7. Lastly, if any clarke of a band being chosen, & accepts y° place, & yet 
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afterward shall refuse to take his oath, shall pay 40^ & y" y« company shall 
choose anoth'" ; & all that refuse y« oath, as before, to pay 40' a peece, till one 
doth hold ; & hee y' doth accept j' place shall have a fourth part of y° fines 
for his labo'' ; & y" ord"" y' granted a third part is hereby repealed.

Yo" shall truely sweare to pforme y* office of a clarke of a traine band 
to y" utt'most of yo"' ability or endevof, according to y' pticul''s specified in y* 
order.

*For y^ Charge for y' Millitary "Watch in all Townes. 

1. Inpr : It is ord''ed, y' y* watch shalbe set & have their charge by y* 
direction of y^ cheife offic'"s of y' place halfe an hour after sunn setting. 

2. That y' watch, being set out, (w"'' -wee thinke should stand double, a 
pike & a musketere togeth"',) shall examine all psons that they shall meete

The humble Petition of the Con of the Massachusets in Newe England. 

Humbly sheweth, that whereas a ship of BristoU, called the Mary, being 
peaceably trading in our harbour, was surprized by Captaine ^ Stagge, with- 
out our licence or privity, and whereas, being called to account for the same, 
hee shewed us a comission from the authority of this high Court to take any 
ships belonging to Bristoll, {d, by occasion whereof (out of our due respect to 
this hono'^able Court) wee thought not fit to contend with him, but onely 
permitted him to carry away the said shipp ; but so it is that the m'chants, M- 
Hugh Browne & INI' Philip Jackson, two of them being men, as wee are in- 
formed, well affected to the king and Parliament, are hereby much weakened, 
and both themselues and divers others are also discouraged from sending any 
further supply unto us, whereby wee are like to be much distressed for want of 
such necessary comodities as they were wont for many yeares to, send to us, — 

May it therefore please this high Court ^ ^ this cause into their se- 
rious consideration, and so to tender the great losse of the said marchants, and 
the interruption of our trade, by this meanes, as it may be declared by some 
act of the same, that no such attempt may be made hereafter upon any shipps 
in our harbo''s, or of any of o' confederats in Newe England, and that such in- 
couragement may be given to the marchants of the cittye of London, or other 
places, for suppliing of us in due time, as to the wisdome of this high Co''t 
shall seeme expedient.

This Co'^t takeing into consideration the dayly exercise, w"'' the severall 
townes within this colony are Hke to have by reason of the ^sent warr with 
the Indians, & accounting it to be witliin the care of this Co''t to pvide for the 
safetye of ev^'y part aswell as the whole, it is therefore ordered, & hereby 
power is given to the cheife coinanders of every company, to appoint out & to 
make choyce of thirtye souldiers of their companies in y'= hundred, who shalbe 
ready, at halfe an houres warning, upon any service they shalbe put upon by 
Knapsacks & their cheife millitary officers ; and it is further ordered, that the traine soul- 
diers of ev'^y company shall forthwith pvide themselues to be ready w''' their 
armes ready fixed, & that they have powder, bullets, match, & bandilers al- 
wayes ready, according to former order, as also y' ev'y souldler pvide himselfe 
a knapsack, to be in a readines (upon any service they shalbe called to) at or 
before the 25"" day of this ^sent 6"^ A; and if after y'= said J^fixt time any 
such souldier shalbe wanting of a knapsack, y' then the clarks of the bands 
W*''in their severall companyes have hereby power & are required to distraine 
to the valewe of 5sh' upon the goods of all such as shalbe found to be defec- 
tive herein, who shall, w"" part of the said fine, pvlde the said delinquent a 
good knapsack, & the clarke shall have the rest for his paincs. 

In regard of the great danger y' Concord, Sudberry, & Dedham wilbe 
exposed unto, being inland townes & but thinly peopled, it is ordered, that no 
•man now inhabiting & settleed in any of the said townes (whether married or 
[*96.] single) shall remove to any other towne without the *allowance of a magis- 
trate, or other select men of that towne, untill it shall please God to settle 
peace againe, or some other way of safety to the said townes, whereupon this 
Co^t, or the councell of the comon weale, shall set the inhabitants of the said 
townes at their former liberty. 

The comission''s of the United Colonies, haveing considered of Serieant 
Maior Edward Gibons as a pson fit to be implied in cheife comand over all 
such forces as are now to be sent forth from all the colonies in ayde of the 
Mohegen sachim, have thought fit to signify so much to yo'^, that if yo" 
shall not advize us of any thing w"*" may be a iust impediment hereunto, wee 
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may pceed to give him a fuU call to that servise ; & w'^all it is desired, that 
if yo' thoughts connun- ^y^^ ours, yo" .vill please to spare him from attendance 
upon the busines of this Cct, that lie may g>pare himselfe to be ready for y" 
impliment he is now to be called unto. Answered, the Co^t knoweth no iust 
impediment against Maior Edward Gibons, & have dismissed him from the 
service of this Co''t. 

The Co-^t, haveing considered (upon conference w* Maior Gibons & 
others of good iudgment in these affaires) that Capl Leveret is a fit person to 
have charge as a capl, under the coiuander in cheife, over part of such forces 
as are to be sent out of this iurisdiction, — 

The Co'"t conceive that M' Loyall, the durgeon, lately come out of that 
■■anpliment of the Earle of Manchester, in England, may be fit to be sent forth 
w"^ o'' g>sent forces, in that impliment. 

It is ordered, that a presse should fsently be sent out for to raise the 
souldiers, according to former advice. 

Whereas some of those souldiers w'''' have bene sent fourth abeady in the lnns= of come 
^sent expedition, & others who are soone to be sent forth, have, themselues, ^^' 
or their masters, or parents, w"" whom they lived, some corne & hay to be 
cut downe & ^served, w'='', by reason of their fsent absence, wilbe in danger to 
be lost if care be not taken for the same, — 

It is therefore ordered, that in every such case the cunstables of the towne 
(upon reqTiest made to him by the partye) shall pcure so much help of men 
(if volcntarily they may be had, or otherwise by impresse) as shall pforme so 
much of such worke such souldier (if he had stayed at home) might have done 
in the ininge or ^'serving such corne or hay, the party paying the ordinary 
wages for the same, for which this shalbe sufficient warrant. 

It is ordered, that Leif I Humfrey Atherton, already sent forth w'** forty 
men in this expedition, as soone as he shall meete w"" o"^ forces that are to go 
out under !Maior Gibons, shall have the sole coinand of those 40 men, as their 
cheife *coiiiander, under the said Maior Gibons, who is commander in cheife [*97.]

the weighty & suddain occasions in hand,) doth expresse, that the Generall Co''t 
ought to be called by the Governo'^, when the importance of the busines doth 
rcquiie it, & time & oportunity will safely admitt the same, and that all 
other necessary matters are to bo ordered & dispatched by the maior part of the 
council of the common wealth ; and therefore to that end letters, signifiing 
breifly the busines, & the time & place of meeting for consultation, ought to be 
sent unto the Assistants.

things, but even in pointes of no small conseq^uence & very materiall, to in- 
stance in no more but onely those about baptisnie, & y^ psons to be received 
thereto, in w"^** one pticular y" apg>hensions of many psons in f country are 
knowne not a little to differ ; for whereas in most chm-ches the minisf^ do bap-

following. 

It being one cheife piect of y* ould deluder, Satan, to keepe men from f,f^a 

the knowledge of y* Scriptures, as in form' times by keeping y" in an un- 
knowne tongue, so in these latt' times by pswading from y use of tongues, 
y' so at least y° true sence & meaning of y* originall might be clouded by 
false glosses of saint seeming deceivers, y' learning may not be buried in

3. That they tooke away a gunn, out of an Indian wigwam, apperteining 
to the country : — 

The pmises consld'ed, the Co''te doth conceive that it is meet to send 
three discreet messeng^'s unto them forthw"', (by reason planting time groweth 
on so fast,) to inquire & certify us the truth of these things, & w"'all, to 
^ent the like for the future, that they be required, from this Co'te, ^sently 
to quit the place of Shawamet, & make restitution for the wrong they have 
done, both to the English & Indians there, w"='' course taken, (upon returne of 
the messengers,) Evidence may direct seasonably to answere our engagem'" to 
o' people there, according to God. Further, when these messengers have 
done their busines at Shawamet, in case they conceive not satisfaction they 
shall go to Roade Hand & Providence, & acquint such as are in cheife author- 
ity there wherefore they were sent to Shawamet, & that this Co'te doth desire 
to know ? 

Wheth' they will owne them & maintaine them in this course they are in. 

The Instructions w'''^ this Co'te giveth to yo", John Johnson, Surveyo"" Gen'', 
LeifJ Josua Hewes, & Serieant James Oliv"', Messeng'^ to Shawa. 

1. Yo" shall first informe yo'selues, & consid' how the intrud" into that 
plac* (& thereabouts) do stand affected in regard of the pticulers in this case 
mentioned, vizj : wheth' they do genially incline to make satisfaction, or to 
psist in maintaining what they have done, or wheth' Weekes, or some pticuler 
psons, onely do psist. 

2. That yo" demaund of them to express? their answere by one or two, 
in the name of the rest.

iurisdictlon, whether, by law, we are barred from trying the action of battery m::rrsZ 
in this iurisdiction, the Co-'te hath voted that we are not barred by that lawe, * ""^^ ^^ ^^^ 
because a personall action foUoweth the pson, & from the pson oncly the cause ^^'^^ ^' ^'""' 
of the action ariseth. 

The Answere of the CoHe concernmg Cambridge Petition, & the Castle. 
The last order of Cone, concerning the Castle, about three yeares since, 730- 

appointed a garrison of twenty men in suiner & tenn men in winter, besides Castle. 
the captaine & gunner, w'=^ charges amounteth to two hundred & eighty 
pounds p @, at eighty pound sallery for the cap? & gunner, & twelue pound 
p @ for the souldiers ; one hundred & fiftye to be paid by the country, the 
remainder by the five townes, vizj, Boston, fifty-two pounds ; Eoxberry, fif- 
teen pound twelue shillings ; Dorchester, twenty pound ; Cambridge, twenty 
pounds ; Charles To^svue, twenty pound : but we are informed, that by reason 
of the small alowance to souldiers, the Castle hath seldome or never bene sup- 
plied w"' the full number before mentioned, & many times w"> unmeete & 
unserviceable men, &, however the townes are willing to continue the former 
contributions, according *to their jjportions, yet are not able to supply men, [*216.] 
according to their first undertaking, without inlarging their contributions, w"'' 
would be too heavy a burthen, at least to some of them ; we therefore thinke 
that a garrison of tenn men a wceke, from the lO"" of the 2"^ month till the 
10"^ of the 8"^ month, & six men a weeke in the other six months, may be 
sufficient ; jjvided, that upon an alarum given by the Castle, vizj, by shoot- 
ing of two great guns, & fireing a beacon, & hoysing & lowering the flag, or 
any two of the said signes, the councell of the comon wealth, or in theii- 
absence the Govern', or any ma'«"% or in their absence the cheife millitary 
officer then in Boston, shall forthw''^ send forty men, sufficiently armed, id, for 
defence of the said Castle, till further order be taken. And to the end that 
the Castle may be constantly furnished w'" the aforesaid garrison of ten men 
in the sumer & six men in the wint% we thinke meete that every souldier 
shall have alowed him eight shillings a weeke, & such as cannot be huired by 
the captaine of the Castle, for the said alowance of 8' p wceke, he, the said 
captaine, shall have power, by warrant from the Governo' for the time being, 
or any two ma"^'% to presse meete men for the aforesaid service, & the cap? 
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shall take care to employ the said souldiers foure houres in a day, either in 
repairing or ading to the fortification of the said iland, as in his discretion he 
shall thinke mcete. 

And whereas there wilbe in this way about forty pound p @ charges 
lessened, we conceive it meete that Cambridge shalbe abated five pound six- 
teen shillings p @, Roxberry twenty-foure bushels of Indian corne, the 
country to have the benefit of the rest, w"'' will be neere thirty pound p @, 
the other three townes continuing their former contributions.
